HOT WEATHER 


UNO 10 RAN 
OF METEORS. 
UPON SUN 





‘By International News Servic 


ARE ISLAND OBSERVATORY, 
July 9.—In discussing the cause of the 
extraordinary hot weather now being” 
felt all over the world, Prof. T. J. J. 
See, government astronomer at spate 
Island, announced today that his re- 
searches had led to the conclusion that 
the disturbance {s due to an unusual 
downpour of meteors upon the sun, by 
which the radiation and effective sur- 
face temperature: of the sun is tem- 
porarily increased. He said: 

We have had these hot summers 
before and they seem to come at about 
ten or eleyen year intervals, corre- 
sponding to the sun spot cycle. 

Within the last twenty years Dr. 
Abbott of the astrophysical observa- 
tory, Smithsonian Instntution, W ash- 
ing, has gathered observational data 
to show that the sun’s radiation is 
variable to an appreciable degree. In 
practice it is not easy to overcome all 
local effects within our own atmos- 
phere, yet such unprecedentedly hot 
summers oyer the whole world will 
appeal to our common sense as show- 
ing that the radiation our our sun is 
sensibly variable. 

METEORIC GROWTH 

In the year 1909-10 I was led to 
investigate the average amount of 
meteoric matter falling into the sun. 
It proved to be larger than had been 
generally supposed, making a_ solid 
layer about two meteys deep all over 
the sun’s surface In a century, when 
the matter is of the average density 
of the earth, which is 5.5, or twice 
In a 
century this downpour accumlates and 
exceeds the total mass of our moon. 

The chief effect of this downpour. 
is a slight increase of the sun's mass, 
and an acceleration of the sécular mo- |?

Woman to Be 
Indicted for S. F. 
Threat Notes 


The routine work of drawing an in- 
distment against Leone Dunbar Es- 
mond, alleged writer of threatening let-

The value of bread and other bakery 
Products turned out in San Francisco 
is $8,500,000 annually, and the busi- 
ness is rapidly expanding, according to 
a report made for the’ “amber of Com- 
merce by William M. Foley, secretary 
of the California Bakers’ Association. 

“There are in the neighborhood of 280 
bakeries of all types in San Francisco,” 
states Foley, “Six of the largest plants 
are the most modern to be found in the 
country, The most recently erected of 
these is the largest in the United States, 
and is the last word in plant equipment 
in the baking industry. The six largest 
plants represent an investment in the 
neighborhood of $4,000,000. They turn 
out about 50 per cent of the bread in 
San Francisco, where the daily output 
is a trifle over 300,000 loaves. 

“The value of bread and other bakery 
products in San Francisco aggregates 
$8,500,000 annually. For the United 
States bread and bakery products 
reached the enormous sum of $1,406,145,- 
000 in 1919, the last year for which com- 
plete national statistics are available. 
This represents an increase of 186 per 
in value over bakery products for 
ive year period since 1914. .

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SINKING BRITISH 
DESTROYERS TOLD 
BY FR. GALVIN 


Rev. Timothy Galvin, of the Church 
of the Holy Redeemer, who returned 
from Ireland last week, today expressed 
Surprise that the einking of two British 
destroyers in Cork Harbor, Cork, for- 
merly known as Queenstown, on the 
night of May 1, was not given publicity 
in the American press, 

“T was in Cork on May 2,” sald Father 
Galvin, “the day after the boats had 
been ecuttled, and saw the Eritish rais- 
ing them. How they were sunk I do 
not know, for no one who is not a 
| member of the Irish republican army 
| has any idea of its workings. No lives 
j Were lost, however, though the destroy- 
ers sank in ten minutes, 

“Are the reports of the British atroci- 
ties we get through the press correct?” 
Father Galvin was asked. 

“They are,” he replied, “and much 
Worse than the press reports. 

TELLS OF ATROCITIES 

Asked to cite some of the atrocities 
which had come under his personal ob-! 
servation Fathergjalvin related the fol- 
lowing stories: ™ ) 

“The home of %€ousin of mine, who 
is the father of six small children, was 
set afire without warning one night} 
while all were in bed. My cousin awoke, | 
rushed through the house, and with his 
wife, rescued the little family. He was 
injured, however, and has been in the 
hogpital ever since.” 

Another cousin, a severe sufferer from | 
rhevmatism, and unfitted for seriois ex- 
ertion, was compelled by the British to 
fill in trenches in the roads. He dropped 
dead on nis way home one evening. They 
refused after a day’s work to permit him 
to ride in his pony cart which had been } 
sent for him. 

Another—a clerical] student in an ec- 
clesiastical seminary—was accosted by | 
Black and Tans one day and struck over | 
the head with the butt of a rifle. He! 
died from the wounds the next day. 

BEATING OF CHILDREN TOLD 

“And it is a common thing,” said 
Father Galvin, “to seé the Black and 
Tans beat children and old men, and 
they do not even spare women. 

“Another result of martial law in Ire- 
JanG is ‘that those who have informa- 
tion regarding the activities of the re- 
publican army and do not divulge it to 
the British authorities are liable to be 
shot or their homes burned. 

“And since my return to the United 
States I have heard of the capture of 
four unarmed boys by the Black and 
Tans and the subsequent finding of the 
bodies, denuded of clothing and riddled 
with bullets.” 

Speaking of the Black and Tane, Fa- 
ther Galvin remarked: 

“They come to Ireland,” he said, “to 
escape long prison sentences, becauee of 
the high pay offered, and the opportuni- 
ties given them for looting. Their pay 
is a pound a day while the British sol-| 
dier gets but three or four pounds a 
month. The latter is dissatisfied with | 
tre work he has to do in Ireland, and | 
detests the Black and Tans. |

tle he made in the face of untoward cir- 
cumstances were sufficient to cause the 
larger part of Reno's population to walt 
to do him homage. 

It was a terrific test of the speed, the 
strength, the dependability of a motor 
ear that first Nevada Classic, the suc- 
ess of which has made it a certainty as 
an annual feature. Out of ten entrants 
only four cars were able to with- 
stand the fast pace over 1000 miles of 
desert road, up and down hills requiring 
the use of gears, along treacherous 
mountain grades, through long stretches 
of sand, over chuckholes and across gul- 
lies and dry washes. One by one the 
others dropped out, and the fourth car 
to finish, elght or nine hours after the 
other three, was described by an observ- 
er as being “practically rebuilt on the 
road.” 

An idea of what such a contest means 
from the driver's standpoint may be 
gleaned from some of the comments of 
Harrison made shortly after the race 
* had gone on the historic page. 

“When we entered the Hssex in this 
race,” he said, “I had a definite plan in 
view. It was to keep well toward the 
front for the first two and a half days 
and then, mindful of the speed and 
strength of my car, to make a whirlwind 
finish that I believed would foree me 
past other cars which I did not think 
conld stand the speed in rough country, 
of which I knew my own to be capable. 
But I made just one mistake—I did not 
remove fenders and running boards, a5 
did all the others. Had I done this the 
result might have been different. 

“When we Tonopah on the last 
day the Essex was exactly 33 minutes 
behind the large car taking first place. 
At Yerington I had reduced this lead to 
seven minutes. We were entering Gard- 
nerville at a speed of about a mile a 
minute when a fender bracket broke 








from the terrific pounding the car was

FAIL TO INURE 
ONVAGE Tht 
IN Teal 


Some interesting tests were recently 
made at the Spreckels Savage Tire 
| Company's factory to try the strength 
of the new Savage cord, according to 
advices received from George W. 
Greene, superintendent He states that 
a 34x4 Savage cord, which had been 
| inflated on a regular rim to 105 pounds 
| pressure and then mounted on an auto 
wheel, was dropped four consecutive 
times from the roof of a three story 
building upon a concrete pavement, No 
apparent injury to the tire resulted from 
this severe test, although it is said that 
the sudden strain upon the casing 
@aused by its impact with the payement 
must have been terrific. ‘The tire re- 
mained firmly fixed to the rim not- 
withstanding the force of the blow and 
the fact that the rim was badly bent 
during the test. 

In another experiment a Savage cord 
was mounted on @ rim, connected di- 
rectly to a hydraulio pump and sub- 
jected to a hydraulic pressure of 1450 
pounds per square inch without any re- 
sultant injury to the tire When it is 
considered that the severe government 
tests require that tires stand but a 
maximum pressure of 350 pounds, it is 
readily seen what a tremendous strain 
this casing was subjected to. As in the 
test above mentioned, the tire adhered 
firmly to the rim, The remarkable 
strength of the Savage cord bead, due 
largely, says Greene, to the interlocking 
bead feature that is original with this 
fire, is nicely demonstrated by these 
experiments; and also they serve to 
show undisputably the built-in strength 
and perfect balance of this cord cas- 
Ing.

Virginia Reed was one of the chil- 
dren in the cabin.

Other cabins were built in the snow 
—crude, shaky affairs—one for the 
Breens, one for the Murphys—later of 
Marysville—one for the Donners, one 
for the Graveses and one for the 
Reeds. 

The Native Sons’ monument to the 
Donner party at Donner Lake stands 
within a few feet of the Reed cabin. 
It was a double cabin; the . Reeds 
lived im one end, the Graveses in the 
other. The cow and ox were killed. 
The meat was the only food left to 
thé Reed family, The hides were placed 
over the cabin as a roof. In the Reed 
cabin were Stanton, McCutcheon, 
Eliza and Baylis Williams, Louls and 
Salvador, the Indian guides, Mrs. Reed, 
the four children, and the little dog 
Cash. 

The thin cow and ox did not last. 
The food supply grew smaller. Bay- 
lis Williams, the albino, was the first 
to be buried in the snow. He died of 
fear, 

Two days after Baylis, Williams died 
the party near the lake said goodby to 
the Forlorn Hope. In the history of 
California there is no chapter as pa- 
thetic as the Forlorn Hope. This piti- 
ful party was composed of men and 
women who refused to die in a trap of 
snow. . They struggled up across the 
summit gith less than a week's provi- 
sions, one gun and a hatchet 

Several crept back to the dreary 
camp. Stanton, who had risked his 
life to bring supplies from Sutter’s 
Fort, was the first to die.

He had 
given his life for theirs; for the peo- 
ple in the cabins near Donner Lake 
were dying.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—The individ- 
ual with the small income, the ultimate aa 
consumer, need anticipate no relief fromng.

stamp tax on bank checks, which he 
estimates would yield $90,000,000 a year, 

is also described as part of the Mellon 
plan. Repeal of the excess profits tax 
and rejection of the sales tax is ane 
other phase of it. 

President Harding is said by Repub- 
liean senators, with whom he has dite /{ 
cussed the tax situation recently, to be  \ 
planning a message to Congress which 
he hopes will prepare the American 
people for the stark, unyarnished fact 
facing the administration, that any re- 
duction in the gross amount of taxation 

in the near future is highly improbable.
